Hemp bagging has been used for many 
years tor covering cotton, but some years 
ago the manufacturers, owing to the high 
price of hemp, deteriorated so much in 
the manufacture of their goods, both in 
weight and quality, that it was super- 
seded by imported cloth made of jute, and 
woven by the natives of India,- so that 
many millions of dollars have been sent 
to India to pay for this cloth, that should 
have been retained in our own country. 
To — this drain and protect domestic 
hemp bagging Congress increased the 
duty on imported cloth to Se per popnd 

ald, But now a article has been 
Srouaht into use which we believe will, in 
a few years, supersede both the hemp and 
India bagging. Flax has been extensivély 
grown for some for years back in the 
Western States for the seed, the straw or 
fibre being sold for gen stock. The first 
use it Was put to other than that, was to 
make baling rope. Since iron ties have 
superseded rope, those factorios, y with cane 
sijterable aiiditions, haye’ been turned 
flax bagging factories; and it is from these 
factories, some as far east ag the 
Pennsylvania line, comea the beautiful 
bagging we sec constantly hauled through 
our streets, and going by rail and steamer 
into the interior to cover the growing cot- 
toncrop. This bagging, we are told, is 
strong and stands the cotton hooks much 
better than the imported India cloth, and 
will remedy to a great extent the emay. 
mors wagtages, Steaia constint- 
comp paired of bY lahtéts.
